You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House in said 
Richmond on Tuesday, the thirteenth day of March next, at 
nine of the clock in the forenoon, to aet upon the following 
subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year, and make appropria- 
tion of the same. 

3. To see how much money the Town will raise for high- 
ways and bridges, in addition to the amount required by law. 

4. To see if the Town will vote to accept State Aid to 
Highways and appropriate the amount required. 

5. To see if the Town will vote to raise the amount re- 
quired for maintenance of State Aid Highways. 

6. To see what sum of money the Town will raise for care 
of Cemeteries for the ensuing year. 

7. To see what sum of money the Town will raise for 
eutting brush for the ensuing. year. 

8. To see what the Town will raise for libraries in addi- 
tion to the amount required by law. 
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9. To see what sum of money the Town will raise for 
Old Home Day. 

10. ‘To see if the Town will vote to allow 5 per cent dis- 
count on all taxes paid on or before July Ist, 1923. 

11. To see if the Town will authorize the selectmen and 
treasurer to borrow money for the use of the Town. 

12. To elect one director to take the place of Stephen A. 
Bullock, whose time expires for the Richmond-Swanzey Tele- 
phone Co. 

13. To see if the Town will vote to raise three thousand 
dollars to pay on Road Bonds, or take any action thereto. 

14. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of seven 
hundred dollars for interest on notes and bonds. 

15. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of four 
hundred dollars, for the prevention of White Pine Blister Rust. 

16. To bring in your ballots upon the question 
as to whether the amendment proposed by the Convention to 
revise the Constitution shall be approved. 

17. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors or Committees 
heretofore chosen, or take any action relating thereto. 

18. ‘To take action on any other matter that may legally 
come before the meeting.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 


To the Board of Education and Citizens, Richmond, N. HU. 


I hereby submit my second annual report as Superinten- 
dent of Schools. It is a report of encouraging progress and 
satisfying progress on the part of teachers and pupils. 

The plan of organization and supervision entered upon 
early in the school year of 1921-22 has been earried through 
with gratifying results. The periodic use of standardized 
tests in all the schools has made it possible for the superinten- 
dent to keep in elose personal touch, not only with the work 
of the teachers, but with the work of each individual pupil. 
It has enabled him to locate definitely the specific weaknesses 
of pupils, classes, and teachers and to discuss intelligently 
with teachers as to how best to go about it to improve unde- 
sirable conditions wherever they might exist. After locating 
definitely the weak points of pupils or whole .classes by use 
of the tests, teachers have been enabled to concentrate their 
teaching efforts where they would do the most good. The 
interest of the pupils themselves in the test results has led to 
a much greater degree of spontaneous effort than is found 
among the pupils of most schools wherein the tests are not 
used. 

The result has been rapid progress in the efficiency of 
school work. Last year the Richmond schools were reported, 
in spite of the splendid financial support of the citizens for 
years past, to be from one half to one and a half grades below 
the average of the nation. At present they average less than 
a half year below with continued efforts bidding fair to place 
them, by the first of June, well up to national standards. Then 
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the schools of Richmond will be on a par with the best schools 
of the country so far as actual achievement in school work is 
concerned. The interested efforts and willing cooperation of 
the teachers in bringing about these results deserve our highest 
praise. 

I venture once more to remind the school board and 
citizens that the Four Corners school house is far from meeting 
the minimum requirements as regards sanitary conditions. 
The toilets particularly are in very bad condition. If the 
financial condition of the district is such as to make such re- 
pairs possible, I would recommend that this building be put in 
as good condition as.the one at North Richmond.
